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PREFACE 


Fact  Book  1992  provides  snapshots  of  data  representing  slices  in  time  about 
Southern  Illinois  University  at  Carbondale.  Fall  1992  and  Fiscal  Year  1992  data  are 
primarily  enclosed.  In  addition,  an  array  of  historical  data  for  two  through  ten-year 
periods  as  well  as  statewide  comparative  data  is  enclosed. 

The  availability  of  historical  data  as  well  as  the  comprehensiveness  of  the 
data  for  presentation  purposes  drives  the  final  spreadsheets  and  graphs.  Frequently 
requested  information  about  Southern  Illinois  University  at  Carbondale  by  staff, 
students  and  other  individuals/agencies  externa!  to  the  campus  is  captured  in  the 
tables  with  support  of  graphical  presentations. 

The  seventh  edition  is  composed  of  five  sections,  including  information 
about  enrollments  and  student  characteristics,  academic  programs,  budget,  student 
finance,  and  faculty  and  staff.  Sources  of  the  data  are  identified  and  encompass 
annual  external  reports  to  various  state  and  federal  agencies,  internal  databases, 
including  the  student  and  faculty/staff  databases,  and  the  cooperation  of  various  on- 
campus  units  at  Southern  Illinois  University  at  Carbondale.  If  more  detailed 
information  is  needed  as  the  result  of  viewing  one  of  the  enclosed  tables,  please 
contact  the  office  of  Institutional  Research  and  Studies.

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STUDENT  CHARACTERISTICS  AND  ENROLLMENT 

SUMMARY 

The  total  student  enrollment  for  Fall  Semester  1992  was  24,766  and  included  21 ,857 
on-campus  and  2,900  off-campus  students.  This  reflects  a  decrease  of  103  students  com- 
pared to  Fall  1991 .  On-campus  students  decreased  by  142  while  off-campus  students  in- 
creased by  39  for  Fall  1992.  Also,  total  fall  enrollment  in  Illinois  public  universities  declined 
with  2,091  fewer  students  compared  to  Fall  1991  or  199,935  total  students  enrolled.  In  the 
past  ten  years,  total  enrollment  in  Illinois  publics  peaked  in  Fall  1987  and  again  in  1991 . 

In  the  past  five  years,  60-76%  of  all  students  who  applied  were  accepted  for  admission  g 

at  SIUC  (including  undergraduate,  graduate  and  first-professional  students),  and  about  one- 
third  of  those  who  applied  enrolled.  A  look  at  the  number  of  first-time  freshmen  enrolling  at  3 
SIUC  has  shown  a  constant  increase  from  1 982  to  1 987  and  a  peak  in  1 987  with  3,763  first-                          ^ 
time  freshmen.  First-time  freshmen  count  decreased  thereafter  and  has  taken  a  turn  upward 
Fall  1 992  with  2,689  students.  This  growth  in  first-time  freshmen  last  fall  was  also  reported  as                       h 
a  change  experienced  by  53%  of  institutions  responding  to  the  American  Council  on                                     § 
Education's  annual  1992  Campus  Trends  survey.  Undergraduate  transfer  enrollment  in- 
creased steadily  from  1982  to  1986,  and  has  declined  slightly  since  then  with  about  3,100 
students  enrolled  each  fall  semester  except  for  Fall  1992,  in  which  2,985  undergraduate 
transfers  enrolled.  >

The  primary  Illinois  feeder  counties  of  first-time  freshmen  for  the  past  five  years  have  | 

been  Cook,  DuPage,  Jackson  and  Lake.  Sangamon  and  St.  Clair  counties  have  also  provided  5 

a  substantial  number  of  first-time  freshmen  to  SIUC.  Furthermore,  76%  or  1 8,756  students  3 

attending  SIUC  Fall  1992  were  Illinois  residents.  About  half  of  Illinois  resident  students  who  8 

enrolled  for  Fall  1992  came  from  Cook,  DuPage,  Jackson,  Lake,  Sangamon,  St.  Clair  and  * 

Williamson  counties.  2

A  profile  of  SlUC's  students  enrolled  for  Fall  1992  include  full/part-time  status,  class 
level  breakdown,  average  age,  men/women  ratio,  racial/ethnic  origin  breakdown,  average 
composite  ACT  score  of  entering  freshmen  and  residency,  which  was  described  above.  Full-  * 

time  students  enrolled  Fall  1992  equaled  20,161  and  part-time  4,605.  There  were  20,402 
undergraduates  enrolled,  3,759  graduate  students,  and  605  professional  students.  The  aver- 
age age  of  the  undergraduate  student  is  23  and  of  the  graduate  student  is  31 .  Fifty-nine  H 
percent  (14,532)  of  the  total  student  population  were  men  and  41  percent  (10,234)  were                                5 
women.  Fall  1992  enrollment  included  10%  African  American  students,  8.8%  non-resident                            | 
aliens,  about  2%  Hispanic,  1.7%  Asian,  and  0.4%  American  Indian.  Further,  2,177  interna-                           Q 
tional  students  were  enrolled  at  this  University  Fall  1992.  The  students  have  represented  126 
countries  in  the  last  five  years.  Average  composite  ACT  score  of  entering  freshmen  seeking  a 
baccalaureate  degree  for  Fall  1992  was  21 .0. 

The  characteristics  of  SlUC's  students  have  been  changing,  and  the  characteristics  a 

portraying  the  most  noticeable  changes  are  age  of  students,  growth  of  part-time,  graduate,  and 
international  students.  These  local  changes  mirror  national  data  produced  by  ACE's  1992 
Campus  Trends  survey.  In  the  past  five  years,  the  enrollment  of  students  who  are  25  years  old  J 

or  older  continues  to  grow  at  SIUC;  international  student  enrollment  has  steadily  risen  with  the 
University  ranking  1 1th  in  the  nation;  part-time  undergraduates,  specifically  females,  have  « 

grown  16%;  and  graduate  students  have  increased  slightly  over  4%.  |

FACULTY  AND  STAFF 
SUMMARY 

Human  resources  of  Southern  Illinois  University  at  Carbondale  include  instructional  faculty, 
administrative/professional  staff,  and  civil  service.  Graduate  assistants  and  student  workers 
provide  support  to  the  University  on  a  part-time  basis.  Furthermore,  School  of  Medicine  staff  on 
the  Carbondale  and  Springfield,  Illinois  campuses  are  usually  reported  separately  from  the  main 
campus.  Data  provided  in  the  following  presentations  include  Fall  1 992  data  about  SI  UC's  faculty/ 
staff. 

Who  are  the  faculty  for  Fall  1 992?    Eighty-four  percent  or  1 ,1 46  are  full-time  faculty  and 

1 6%  or  224  are  part-time.  About  27%  or  278  of  the  full-time,  instructional  faculty  are  men  with  rank 

of  Professor  and  about  3%  or  26  are  women.   Looking  at  the  Assistant  Professors  group,  the 

percent  of  men  and  women  begins  to  introduce  a  balance  with  1 9%  or  200  men  and  about  1 1  % 

or  1 1 4  women.  The  ratio  of  faculty  to  students  has  changed  somewhat  this  year  with  the  FTE  or 

full-time  equivalent  of  faculty  decreasing  slightly  and  the  FTE  of  the  student  population  increasing 

slightly  resulting  in  a  ratio  of  1  faculty  to  about  1 7  students,  including  undergraduate,  graduate  and 

professional  students.  >

The  number  of  tenured  faculty  has  increased  about  2%  from  last  year  with  61 .8%  or  61 2  | 
of  the  full-time  faculty  having  tenure  status  and  21 .8%  or  216  having  tenure-track  contracts.   In 

addition,  about  62%  of  the  faculty  have  earned  their  doctorate  degree  and  28%  have  a  master's  Q 

degree  as  their  highest  degree  earned.  §

The  average  faculty  salary  across  all  ranks  as  reported  to  the  American  Association  of  5 

University  Professors  (AAUP)  for  1 992  is  $40,900.  The  faculty  included  in  this  average  are  full  time 
with  their  appointment  more  than  50%  in  instruction.  The  School  of  Medicine  faculty  are  not 
included;  chairs  of  departments  are  included  if  they  hold  a  full-time  faculty  rank.  The  percent 
change  from  1 991  to  1 992  in  average  faculty  salary  is  about  6%  and  denotes  the  highest  change 
since  1 985  to  1 986. 
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The  instructional  faculty  and  administrative/professional  staff  at  SI  UC  are  composed  of  the 
following  racial/ethnic  origin:  6%  Asian,  4%  Black,  1  %  Hispanic,  0.2%  Native  American  and  89%

SUMMARY 

Southern  Illinois  University  at  Carbondale  offers  a  broad  range  of  associate  and  bacca- 
laureate degrees  and  is  committed  to  graduate  education  through  the  doctorate  degree.  The 
institution's  inventory  of  academic  programs  includes  21  associate  in  applied  science  degree 
programs,  77  bachelor  of  arts/science,  63  master  of  arts/science,  3  specialist,  and  34  doctor- 
ate, including  Doctor  of  Philosophy,  Juris  Doctor,  Doctor  of  Medicine,  Doctor  of  Rehabilitation, 
Doctor  of  Business  Administration  and  eight  education  concentrations.  Seventy-five  percent  of 
the  institution's  students  were  enrolled  in  a  bachelor's  degree  program  for  Fall  Semester  1 992. 

About  17%  of  the  total  student  population  for  Fall  1992  was  enrolled  in  the  liberal  arts 
degree  programs  and  13%  in  the  education  degree  programs,  while  12%  were  enrolled  in 
engineering/engineering-related  technologies,  and  10%  in  business  management.  Total 
university  enrollments  in  both  colleges  of  Business  and  Engineering  have  declined  20%  in  the 
past  five  years  since  Fall  1 988,  and  enrollments  have  increased  20%  in  the  College  of  Educa- 
tion and  15%  in  the  College  of  Liberal  Arts  during  the  same  period  of  time. 

The  Higher  Education  Research  Institute,  University  of  California,  Los  Angeles,  re- 
leased national  data  this  February  which  supports  a  trend  occurring  on  this  campus  that  the 
percentage  of  students  planning  business  careers  continues  to  decline  after  peaking  in  1987 
while  students  planning  to  major  in  education  has  increased  since  1987.  Furthermore,  fresh- 
men who  said  they  would  major  in  engineering  have  declined  since  1982. 

Degrees  granted  are  reported  on  a  fiscal  year  basis  and  include  graduations  in  August, 
December  and  May  respectively.  Seventy-five  percent  or  4,759  of  SlUC's  graduates  between 
July  1 ,  1991  and  June  30,  1992  were  granted  Bachelor's  degrees  and  11%  (712)  and  5% 
(361)  received  Master's  and  Doctorate  degrees  respectively.  Thirty-seven  percent  or  2,377  of 
the  degrees  were  granted  to  women  and  63%  or  3,979  were  to  men.  These  percents  show  a  ^ 

4%  increase  in  degrees  granted  to  women  since  FY  1 988.  In  addition,  about  half  of  the  de-  3 

grees  conferred  in  fiscal  year  FY  1988  were  in  the  disciplines  of  Education,  Engineering/  | 

Engineering-Related  Technologies  and  Liberal  Arts.  h 

Time  to  graduation  and  percent  of  entering  students  who  graduate  within  a  specified  > 

time  are  significant  issues  on  this  campus  as  well  as  nationwide.  First-time  freshmen  seeking  o 

a  baccalaureate  degree  on  campus  and  entering  SIUC  in  Fall  1 986,  were  tracked  for  six  years 
and  at  the  end  of  the  sixth  year,  43.2%  or  1 ,102  students  had  graduated.  It  has  been  reported 
that  the  national  average  for  time  to  graduation  in  public  institutions  is  five  years,  and  by  the 
end  of  the  fifth  year  37.6%  or  958  had  graduated  from  SIUC.  Students  who  enter  as  transfer 
students  from  other  universities  and  colleges  have  a  noticeably  higher  graduation  rate.  Sixty- 
three  percent  of  those  students  who  entered  as  transfer  students  in  Fall  1986  graduated  within 
six  years  or  by  August,  1 992.

SUMMARY 

Continued  reductions  in  state  appropriated  dollars  have  prompted  public  universities  to 
increase  tuition  and  fees  for  academic  year  1 992-93.  In  light  of  the  combined  effects  of  tuition 
increases  and  general  economic  conditions,  availability  of  federal  and  state  financial  assis- 
tance is  imperative  in  maintaining  access  for  students. 

Southern  Illinois  University  at  Carbondale  increased  its  tuition  about  10%  for  academic 
year  1992-93  and  it  is  assessed  at  $1 ,800  for  a  full-time,  resident  undergraduate  student 
taking  12  semester  hours.  Effective  Fall  Semester  1992,  a  cap  was  placed  on  1 5  or  more 
semester  hours  with  a  tuition  charge  of  $2,250;  this  reflects  a  change  from  12  or  more  semes- 
ter hours.  Student  fees  increased  about  2%  and  is  assessed  at  $756  with  total  tuition/fees 
charges  of  $2,556.  In  addition,  SIUC  students  experienced  a  5.5%  increase  in  their  on-cam- 
pus  room  and  board  charges  equaling  $3,038  for  an  academic  year. 

The  American  Association  of  State  Colleges  and  Universities  (AASCU)  conducted  their 
annual  survey  of  student  charges  at  public,  four-year  institutions  in  August,  1992  and  reported 
that  overall  fall  1992  resident  undergraduate  tuition/fees  increased  by  10.4%  when  compared 
to  1 991 .  The  average  undergraduate  tuition/fees  charges  for  resident  students  was  reported 
as  $2,277,  and  the  average  for  the  state  of  Illinois  was  $2,483  with  an  8  percent  change  from 
1 991 .  SlUCs  tuition/fees  for  a  full-time,  resident  student  is  slightly  above  the  average  reported 
for  Illinois'  public  institutions.  Moreover,  SlUCs  tuition/fees  charges  are  12%  above  the 
nation's  average  for  public  universities. 

The  availability  of  financial  aid  dollars  at  SIUC  has  increased  by  one-third  since  FY 
1 987.  A  combination  of  state,  federal  and  institutional  funds  for  FY  1 992  accounted  for  $99.2 
million.  Twelve  percent  or  1,886  more  students  (both  undergraduate  and  graduate)  have  been 
served  by  the  financial  aid  programs  at  SIUC  in  FY  1992  in  comparison  to  FY  1987.  About 
70%  of  our  undergraduates  are  assisted  with  some  form  of  financial  aid,  and  about  80%  of  our 
graduate  students  receive  financial  help.  Reviewing  the  federal,  state  and  institutional  aid 
programs  at  SIUC,  total  state  supported  program  dollars  have  risen  the  most  with  45%  growth 
since  1987.  In  addition,  federal  College  Work  Study  (CWS)  funds  have  not  expanded  as  much 
at  SIUC  as  compared  to  other  federal  programs,  such  as  Pell  Grants,  Supplemental  Educa- 
tional Opportunity  Grants  (SEOG)  and  Carl  Perkins  (National  Direct  Student)  Loans.

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BUDGET  AND  FINANCE 
SUMMARY 

Southern  Illinois  University  at  Carbondale's  internal  operating  budget  for  Fiscal  Year 
1993  accounts  for  $319.3  million.  Not  included  is  $6.6  million  in  appropriations  for  retirement 
contributions. 

State  appropriations  account  for  the  largest  source  of  revenue  for  SIUC  as  well  as  other 
public  institutions  in  Illinois  and  the  nation.  However,  general  revenue  has  declined  from  FY92 
by  $6.7  million,  or  about  6%,  for  SIUC,  and  returning  appropriations  to  a  level  equal  to  the 
average  of  FY89  and  FY90.  Five  years  ago  general  revenue  support  accounted  for  41%  of 
SlUC's  internal  operating  budget,  and  FY93  reflects  only  34%  of  our  total  budget.  The  Novem- 
ber/December 1 992  issue  of  Grapevine  reported  that  state  governments  nationwide  appropri- 
ated less  monetary  support  to  colleges  and  universities  than  each  of  the  preceding  two  years 
or  a  0.6%  decrease. 

Income  fund  collections,  primarily  tuition  and  fees,  have  provided  from  26  to  28%  of 
SlUC's  appropriated  revenue  since  FY89;  however,  31.5%  of  SlUC's  appropriated  revenue  for 
FY93  is  made  up  of  income  fund  collections.  Income  fund  for  SIUC  has  risen  about  25%  in  the 
last  five  years.  The  American  Council  on  Education's  annual  campus  trends  report  for  1 992 
conveyed  serious  financial  concerns  of  public  colleges  and  universities  across  the  nation.  As  a 
short-term  response  to  financial  pressures,  81%  of  public  four-year  institutions  listed  higher 
tuition  as  a  response. 

Total  educational  and  general  expenditures  at  SIUC  have  steadily  risen  since  FY87 
with  a  very  slight  decline  from  1991  to  1992.  Educational  and  general  expenditures  totaled 
$297.7  million  for  FY92  with  35%  of  the  funds  expended  for  Instruction,  8.7%  for  Research, 
5.4%  for  Public  Service,  and  34%  for  administration  (including  academic  support,  student 
services,  institutional  support,  operation  and  maintenance  of  plant  and  mandatory  transfers). 
In  addition,  fund  expenditures  for  scholarships  and  fellowships  for  FY92  account  for  6%  of  total 
expenditures  and  have  realized  a  change  since  FY87  of  35%. 

Externally  funded  grants  and  contracts  during  FY92  equalled  $65  million  and  835 
awards,  including  research,  training,  service  and  financial  aid  award  types.  The  number  of 
awards  and  cumulative  dollar  amount  of  the  awards  have  continuously  risen  in  the  past  five 
years  by  $28.9  million  or  an  80%  increase.
